Engitsb Dockyard Blismanagement. 
Jlr. 0. Seely, Liberal member for 
Lincoln, who last Boasion croatod bo 
widespread on excHpment throughoat 
the United KiDgdom by Mis exposure 
of the defects in the dockyard man- 
agement, has again brought forward 
, the qgeBtioaJ a-JEayiiameDt, and this 
time has Buooeeded in 'enlisting tho 
•upport f m^ny of .the. most, inflaen- 
iial Liberal ttDii donsorvative laem'* 
bers. Sir John Pakinglon (the First 
Lord of tho Admirulty) admitted the 
truth of tho cbargtB oi, the member 
for Lincoln, but showed that tho 
abasos commoncod prior to his aooept» 
anoe of offico. Tho London Times, in 
commenting upon tho extraordinary 
exposure of Mr. Sooly, sayd tlmt tho 
members of tho IIouso of Commons 
do not boliovo in the Admiralty any 
more than tho pebiic do, und it is only 
tho feeling that tho dockyard system 
is a great mystery, which it will take 
much time and trouble to penetrate, 
and towards which littlo assiBtanco 
will or can bo given by thoBO who aro 
most conversant with it, that induces 
thoBouBO annually to submit without 
inquiry to tho Naval E'iliinatos." 
"t year Mr. Seoly pointed out 
at iron ballast worth at least £178,^ 
jOO, bad hoen used to pave tho dock< 
/yard, it being doomed valueless by the 
mantigement. This statement was 
ridionied in the House and ou«-- of it ; 
and poor Mr.Soely, boing unmereifully 
"chaffed," had rather an nnpleasant 
time of it for the remainder of the 
aessioD. It turns oat now that " See- 
Ij'b pigB," as they are called, have ail 
the value which he attributed to them. 
Sir John Pukington admits that at 
the time ho regarded the statement 
as viBionary, but Mr. Seely came to 
the Admiralty, accompanied by tho 
members for Stockport und OldJiam ; 
and tho latter told tho First Lord, 
who thought they were chafling" 
him, that " ho would pavo tho yards 
with aught ho liked to namo, and give 
him £100,000 for ibo biMlaet." it is 
BOW admitted that this was not an 
exaggerated offer, and Sir John Pak- 
iogton declares ho is about to take 
means to difpoao of tho iron for its 
real value. Mr. Sooly ropcuts his 
BtatomoulB concerning tho suandaluus 
cost of repairing ships and boats, and 
he is not refuted. Mr. Secly's Bpouch, 
however, became of less imporianuu 
on account; of the very comploto., 
nesB of his victory. in his reply 
to Mr Seely, Sir John Pakington 
proposes to appoint a Superinten- 
dent of Dockyard Accounts, but 
we doubt wbethei^ .the gain to the 
nation will be"^ great} unless the saperu 
intendent himself be superintended. 
Surely it has been somebody'e duty <^ll 
these years to Boe -that an -.articlo 
which costs 149. 2d. at one dockyard 
does not cost'£l lis. at another, and 
if the duly haB^,been hitherto neglect^ 
ed, what reason is there to Lope that 
■omebody else with a new title will 
perform it any hotter now ? An able 
man at tho head of the department, 
■with authority to cgnirol, to dismiss, 
and to punish, would refoim the dock 
yards more quickly and onicicnlly 
than tho most clabonUo oOicial sys- 
tem. Tho Daily Telegraph, in an able 
loader on tho subject, i ays that tho 
"promised further simplification and 
.Tj^eciBiou in the accounts point in tho 
right direction ; yet onoiigli of tho old 
leaven remains in tho ollieial mind, 
and tbero is still such a clinging to old 
practices, as to jusiil'y tho walchful- 
Dessof tho public oyo, und tho close 
inquiries of disinteroslcd men. 
* Where there is room lor reform,' Sir 
John exclaims, 'lot us have reform,' The 
answer is, that there is abundanco oi 
room for reform in a department 
wbiob spends 80 inuoh, which has 
charge of the instrument essential tu 
the maintenapoe of our existence m a 
great political and oommoroial nation, 
and which, more than any other, holds 
in its band tho national safety as well 
as the national honor. The right 
honorable pupil at the head of tho 
Admiralty declares his willingnoss to 
oo-operuto; and as ho is no doubt sin- 
cere in that declaration, ho will moot, 
if ho goes on, with hoai'ty aid on all 
sides. Por liiis is no party quostion j 
we cannot afford to liavo faction fights 
over tho navy of England ; and view- 
ing tho matter in ihis liglit, wo h^po 
that in future Sir John Pukingion will 
render an ungiudgiog wukoinu to all 
who give him asaistanco." Tho Lon. 
don Stuiidard is equally enorgotio in 
its cull for u reform in tbis respect, 
and says that it may bo safely asserted 
that no Eefurm will satitify tho coun 
try which leaves untounhod tho prcs . 
ent oooBtitution of the Board of Ado 
miralty. Ii is vain to look for a bet- 
ter efficiency in this department of the 
poblio service if there is not a more 
direct control, and it is equally asolosu 
to Mtpeot that we can havoiliroot ooa^ 



trol witbont direct resplanaibihty. it 
is not in tho power of any Minister, 
be ho however energetic or capable to 
do his duty properly, when tho credit 
of the good which he does is liable to 
bo claimed by tho board, and tho 
burden of bis blunders may bo imposed 
upon the board. The Eoform must 
go deeper than the mero .ro-arrangc» 
ment of the dutioa of tho comptrollers, 
and whether Mr Sooly is capable or 
not of playing Hercules to this stable 
of Augeas, he is equally entitled to 
credit for his untiring zeal and per- 
aevoraoce. • 



A Peace Cougress* 

The news received last evening is 
of a more pacific character than that 
of p'-evious dales, Prussia and Franco 
having consonted to a proposition ol 
Queen Victoria to submit thoir difTor* 
onoQS to a Congress of tho Great 
Powers that will bo convened at Lon- 
don some time during tho present 
month. Tho misunderstandlDg ho^ 
tween the French and Germans grows 
out of an oflor by Napoleon for tho 
purchase of tho Duchy of Luxemburg. 
Tho propositicin was acceded to, and 
the transfer about to be made, when 
Bismarck bteppod in and lorbado the 
sale. Franco at once prepared for 
war, and tho example was followed by 
Prussia. Tho change in tho policy of 
tho latter power is attributed by a 
correapondont to tho resignation of 
Biamarck and tho appoiutmont of a 
loss warlike Premier. It is to bo hoped 
that the Congress will settle the mat- 
tor in dispute and prevent a sanguin- 
ary conflict taking place, although wo 
cannot believe that Napoleon will rest 
gaiiafied with any decibion that will 
declare he has no right to buy what 
another is willing to sell, and what ho 
is quite prepared to pay for. 



A Colored Caudinatc for Govcruor of 
Tennessee. 

The Tennessee papers aro publishing the 
following letter from a colored brother : 
Jackson, Tenu., Feb. 12, 1867 

To Governor Brownlow — Sir — 1 learn lliat 
you and^ihe lower House of your Leslslutura 
tjave passed a law to allow ihe colored poo- 
ple*- of tbis Slate to vote. So far so good. 
Bat, sir, you have, at the same time, provi- 
ded iQ the law that they Bhall not bold of- 
fice I Now, what does sooh legislation 
aican ? I am a colored man, and have wool 
on iny head ; but you and your while trash 
can't pull ihut wool over my eyes. The 
'Imliies in Tennes.see generally, will under 
siiiiid whttt you aro after, and will put their 
broad feet down upon you. 

Tnis act remiods mo of the case where a 
white man and aa lodlan weot huniiuu. 
They killed a turkey and a buzzird, and 
when they carae lo divide, the white man, to 
satisfy the Indian thiit he would do the lair 
tliini.', made tbi.s propusiiion : '• I'll take tho 
turkey, and you luka the bi:zZ4rd ; or you 
may take the buzzard and I'll lak-: the tur- 
key." The Indian bung bis bead fur a 
wliile, then looking up, sa'd to his sharp com- 
piinion : " Every time turkey for while man. 
and buzzird fur Indian." O, yos, you want 
U3 to no voting lor you, but every time olUce 
lor whito man and vole lor niijger. 

1 learn further, that the bill has been sent 
to t! e Senate, where it is lo be hoped ihw 
reatrictions against my people will be wiped 
oui. In that event, and at the warm eolici- 
taiioo of my Irieiids, I hereby announce niy- 
selt a candidaie lor Governor. 1 expect yon 
to brt my competitor, and I propose to open 
ihe canvass at an early day, and will join 
you in a list of appoinlroents from Carti r lo 
Shelby, I propose to conduct the canvass 
like a statesman, but notify you in advance 
that I will hold you personally responsible 
(or any insult you may offer. I shall take 
alnn:; your debule with tny friend Mr I'ryne 
and shall prove Ironi that that you iiavo been 
u greater persecutor ol my race in reiinod- 
seo than any olhurirao; and charfjo that 
your present course is oae purely of selHiib- 
ness. 

It will not be amies lo say here, that I am 

in favor of " equaf justice to all the peop e 
of tho Slate" — that 1 iiin in favor of reliev- 
ioft the colored people of the Stale from 
paying taxes tor three years, and in favor ol 
their having all tlie vacant land.s in the 
Slate by paying surveyor's lees — that 1 am 
the Iriead of all religious dencmiDttlions— 
that I am friendly to all the secret orders in 
Ihe State, but only belong to the ' Order ol 
tho Li no Star " 1 have hold the conslilu- 
lioii of that order in niy hands and nworn 
10 support iti But rnoia ot my principles 
heroufier. When 1 get you on the stumii 
you will learn who and what I am. lle-- 
spectlully, your fellow-equal, etc.,
